Nominations sought for 1990 Teaching Excellence Award 


UVic alumni, students and teaching staff are 
being called upon to nominate faculty mem¬ 
bers and sessional lecturers for the Alumni 
Association’s 1990 Excellence in Teaching 
Award, which was presented for the first time 
this year. 

The award comprises a certificate and a 
gift, and a photograph of the recipient will be 
displayed at a prominent location in the 
McPherson Library. 

Candidates must be regular, full-time 
members of the teaching staff who have 
completed three years of full-time instruc¬ 
tion at UVic. Sessional lecturers who have 
taught here for three full years are also eli¬ 
gible for the 1990 award, says Birgit Castle- 
dine, from the Development Office. 

Selection is made by a committee consist¬ 
ing of the Vice-President, Academic, or his 
nominee; two regular, full-time faculty 
members; three student members and three 
alumni members, appointed by the Alumni 
Association and UVic Students’ Society.. 

The deadline for nominations is Feb. 15, 
1990. Forms and guidelines for making 
submissions are being distributed to all fac¬ 
ulties and schools, or they may be obtained 
from the Alumni Office, Room 107, Sedg- 
ewick Building. Nominations must be signed 
by two principal nominators and no fewer 
than five additional supporters, at least two 


of whom are students who have received 
instruction from the candidate. 

In choosing candidates, nominators are 
expected to follow certain guidelines which 
will -be applied in the evaluation process. 
Among these are standards for subjectenthu- 
siasm and knowledge; teaching consistency; 
ability to communicate, motivate and evalu¬ 
ate. 

For Dr. Elizabeth Tumasonis (History in 
Art), being the first recipient was a distinc¬ 
tion in itself. The Tony Hunt print that she re¬ 
ceived during ceremonies May 18 hangs in 
her home, serving as a daily reminder that 
both students and colleagues recognize and 
appreciate the tremendous effort she puts 
into her work. “Of course, students do let me 
know that they have enjoyed a class and that 
sort of thing, which is very important and re¬ 
warding but, over and above 
this, winning the award gave me a new af¬ 
firmation that what I am doing is worthwhile 
and useful,” she said. 

Tumasonis also said she believed the 
award, which is sponsored and administered 
by the Alumni Association, will benefit the 
university overall. “It will encourage excel¬ 
lence in a profession which does not offer as 
many forms of recognition for its members 
as some do,” she said.

In memoriam to the 14 women 

Allison Bond, third-year Law student, has submitted the following 
personal statement. It has been endorsed by the President’s Com¬ 
mittee on Equal Rights and Opportunities. 


The horrifying incident Wednesday 
night, December 6, at Montreal Univer¬ 
sity was not an isolated one. Violence is 
levelled against women daily in our 
society, and in our universities. 

The misogynist backlash against 
women’s growing independence must 
no longer be tolerated. 

That backlash, up until now, has been 
perceived by the general public to be di¬ 
rected against feminists. For this reason 
it was excusable. Feminists have bom 
the brunt of the hatred against women. 
That anger, however, as shown Wednes¬ 
day night, is against all women for tak¬ 
ing away power from the men who have 
for centuries ruled our lives, and still 
rule it 

Power is never given up freely. Men, 
all men, must relinquish it in order to 
allow those who are straggling freedom 
of choice in their lives. 

Feminism is no theory, it is a struggle, 
it is finding solidarity with other women 
to overcome the barriers which are for¬ 
ever thrust in front of us. 

Equal rights and opportunities means 
the right to choose to be a lawyer, a stu¬ 
dent, a mother or an engineer, without 


fear of violence andphysical or mental 
abuse. 

Institutions, like the University of 
Victoria and the President’s Advi¬ 
sory Committee on Equal Rights and 
Opportunities, can no longer sit back 
and watch feminists struggle. In light 
of Wednesday’s violence, we must 
embrace feminism and the struggle 
of other minority groups. We must 
condemn the backlash in all its forms, 
and allow the oppressed to take the 
power that they need and deserve. 

The Committee must make a 
strong statement which denounces 
violence against all women, against 
feminism and against those other 
minorities who straggle daily in the 
face of homophobia, racism, and 
classism. 

I ask each of you as many times as 
you can today with your colleagues, 
your friends and your partners, to 
respect a moment of silence for the 
14 women who were killed Wednes¬ 
day, and for all of the women who 
struggle against violence and oppres¬ 
sion in our society. 


Counselling Services stretches 
resources to meet increasing crises

The intensified pressure felt by many people 
attending university in the 1980s coupled 
with UVic’s own burgeoning enrolment are 
taxing the resources of Counselling Serv¬ 
ices, says its director, Dr. R. C. (Bob) Wil- 
lihnganz. 

“Because of these two factors, the number 
of people in crisis has increased dramati¬ 
cally. We now have half of every day set aside 
for one counsellor to see emergency clients. 
We call it ‘Urgent Walk-In Time.’ Students 
seeking non-emergency help or advice un¬ 
fortunately must wait three to four weeks for 
an appointment,” Willihnganz says. 

The crux of the problem is that staffing 
has not kept up with demand. In the past year, 
the three psychologists and a varying num¬ 
ber of support staff saw approximately 3,500 
students on an individual or group basis. 
“This number reflects a significant increase 
over the past five years.Like many depart¬ 

ments and faculties, the lack of sufficient 
staff takes its toll on both students and staff,” 
Willihnganz says. 

The centre provides counselling services 
for a wide range of concerns and problems. 
Students seek help for such simple reasons as 
homesickness and coping with life at univer¬ 
sity, or for such complex ones as anxiety, 
stress, and depression. Some require coun¬ 
selling for physical and/or sexual abuse, deal¬ 
ing with grief and loss, family or relationship 
problems, or eating disorders. Others want 
assertiveness training, or to talk about their 


sexual, drug and alcohol concerns. 

Professional and support staff also offer 
career counselling. They help students de¬ 
fine their abilities, interests, needs and goals, 
and then select an appropriate profession or 
vocation. They also administer the aptitude 
tests often required for admittance to gradu¬ 
ate schools for such professions as law and 
medicine. The staff also provides learning 
and study skills counselling. Offered indi¬ 
vidually or in groups, these sessions develop 
skills in such areas as note taking, overcom¬ 
ing procrastination, time management, and 
how to reduce stress at exam times. 

Attempting to maintain a reasonable level 
of help to the student body under the current 
circumstances, the centre has modified its 
practices. “In order to better cope with the 
problem of staffing not keeping up with in¬ 
creases in enrolment over the past four to five 
years, we’re doing much more group coun¬ 
selling” Willihnganz says. 

Counselling Services is also trying to 
work more closely with the Peer Helping 
Centre, and is considering ways to use this 
resource to augment staff, Willihnganz adds. 

For students experiencing exam time jit¬ 
ters, Willihnganz recommends the Learning 
Skills Program handout “Tips for Exam 
Preparation and Exam Writing” available 
from the Counselling Services office on the 
second floor of University Centre. It pro¬ 
vides useful guidance for writing both essay 
and multiple choice exams. 



























Harbour House director praises 
university's theatre program

Theatre buffs of the early 1980s who remem¬ 
ber Victoria’s own Second Stage Theatre 
group will know Paul Mears. He was one of 
its founding members and directed its first 
production, White Boys, after completing his 
Master of Fine Arts theatre program at UVic 
in 1983. 

In 1984, Mears left Victoria to become 
artistic director of the New Play Centre in 
Vancouver. He has worked there ever since, 
but returned to Victoria recendy to direct the 
second play of the Belfry’s 1989/90 season. 
Harbour House which closed Dec. 9. 

The play, written by Vancouver-based 
playwright David King, is set on Vancouver 
Island. Unlike many New Play Centre pro¬ 
ductions, which come over the transom, 
Harbour House was co-commissioned with 
Sunshine Theatre of Kelowna. Rated by The 
Province as “witty and winning,” it is the 
kind of play that satisfies Mears’ penchant 
for comedy of ideas and substance. 

The centre receives several hundred 
manuscripts a year, Mears said, and has four 
full productions. Before Harbour House 
closed, he was back in Vancouver working 
on another. What does it take to stay steadily 
employed in the often unstable profession of 
directing, The Ring asked. 

“It takes a combination of things,” Mears 
said. ‘Taste, for one. Knowledge, experi-

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ence, instinct and intuition. Maybe more 
than anything else, you need to have sympa¬ 
thy for humans and die human condition.” 

Mears said he is happy working in Van¬ 
couver, but added “the best three and a half 
years of my life were spent at UVic. It has a 
great theatre program with great facilities 
and an enormous amount of equipment—the 
kind of equipment you’re not likely to use 
again until you reach the top. 

“One of the major things I learned at UVic 
is that you have to go after what you want. It’s 
easy enough to pass—anyone can do it, even 
though for some it may mean taking longer 
and working harder. So, that’s not the point. 
Beyond that, to get the most out of any 
program you’ve got to know what you want 
and take advantage of everything that’s avail¬ 
able." 

Commenting on the east-versus-west 
aspect of developing his career he said, “I 
believe it’s not hurting me to stay here. There 
was a time when it was necessary to go to 
someplace like Toronto, but that’s not the 
case anymore.” 

Mears, 32, was bom in Ontario and spent 
some years in Winnipeg. He received his 
Bachelor of Arts from the University of 
Winnipeg in 1980.

Student videotapes 
Lansdowne Lectures 

For the first time since its inception in 1978, 
the Lansdowne Lecture Series is being vide¬ 
otaped for posterity. Cathi Sudol, a fourth- 
year English/Women’s Studies student, is 
recording the 1989/90 lectures on a UVic 
Students Society work study project. The 
office of the Vice President Academic has 
provided funds for cassettes and equipment 
rental. 

Sudol began taping in September. She 
conceived the idea after discovering there 
were no permanent records of the Lans¬ 
downe speakers. “I thought that having vide¬ 
otapes kept in the archives would be an 
excellent resource for students and faculty 
who, for one reason or another, had missed 
the lectures. 

The Lansdowne project is Sudol’s first 
major videotaping venture. “I’ve taken four 
or five film classes over the years and have 
always been interested in the video medium,” 
she says. 

Besides enjoying the camera work, Sudol 
has been impressed with the quality of the 
speakers, she said. “I’ve taped all but two. 
Exams interfered with one taping and, in the 
second instance, the lecturer would not allow 
it.” 

Faculty, staff, students and the public may 
view the tapes at the Film Centre in the 
McPherson Library. 


Three levels of government 
and private business support 
diverse research projects 


In the past six months, UVic researchers have 
received more than $850,000 in grants from a 
wide variety of public and private sources for 
projects ranging from studying adolescents in 
two-earner families to electronic guiding 
systems for the visually impaired. 

The National Sciences and Engineering 
Research Council (NSERC) provided five 
Group Strategic Grants, three of which were 
awarded for projects in Electrical and Com¬ 
puting Engineering. Dr. Vijay Bhargava re¬ 
ceived $92,964 (third year grant) for “Analy¬ 
sis and Implementation of Burst Error Cor¬ 
recting Codes for Mobile Communications 
and Other Fading Channels.” Dr. Nikitas 
Dimopoulos, received $49,342 (second year 
grant) for “DAME—A Knowledge-Based 
Microprocessor-Based Systems Designer,” 
and Dr. Ruediger Vahldieck was awarded 
$59,900 (first year grant) for “Integrated, 
Variable Planar Power Divider/Phase Shifter 
Networks.” 

Other NSERC grants were given to Dr. D. 
Michael Miller (Computer Science) $126,000 
(first year) for “Cellular Automata and Con¬ 
current Checking Techniques for VLSI Built- 
in Self-Test,” and to Dr. John Owens (Biol¬ 
ogy) $46,000 (third year) for “The Mecha¬ 
nism of Cone Induction and Sex Expression 
of Western Hemlock.” 

The Department of Supply and Services 
(Defence Research Establishment Pacific) 
awarded Dr. R. Lynn Kirlin (Electrical and 
Computer Engineering) a $66,713 contract 
for ‘The Cancellation of Interfering Narrow- 
band Signals.”

New journal breaks new ground 

Literary theory in Canadian context is Signature’s subject 


Dr. Evelyn Cobley, Dr. Smaro Kamboureli 
and Dr. Stephen Scobie of UVic’s English 
Department have collaborated to introduce 
the first academic journal to place literary 
theory in a Canadian context The second 
issue of Signature: A Journal of Theory and 
Canadian Literature will be published in 
January or Febuary with the help of a startup 
grant from the university. 

The second issue will feature essays by 
Lorraine Weir on Marshall McLuhan, Robert 
Sequin on Bakhtin, and Susan Rudy Dorscht 
on Robert Kroetsch. 

“We are interested in the exploration of 
theoretical issues of all kinds, especially as 
they relate to Canadian literature and cul¬ 
ture," says Scobie. “We hope that Signature 
can contribute to placing Canadian theoreti¬ 
cal studies on the world stage.” 

The start up grant from the university 
will carry the biannual journal through its 
first two years of existence. After three 
years, it will become eligible for a humani¬ 
ties grant. 

“WeTl be heavily dependent on subscrip¬ 
tions to bridge us over the one year,” says 
Scobie. “But, once more people find out 
about Signature we should be okay. I think 
there is a demand for the kind of journal we 
have here.” 


Signature, unlike UVic’s literary quarterly 
the Malahat Review, is not a showcase of 
contemporary literature. Instead, it features 
essays which examine literature from femi¬ 
nist, philosophical, political, and other theo¬ 
retical viewpoints. Despite a lack of publicity, 
Its first issue has received favourable re¬ 
sponse and boasts 66 paid subscribers. 

“That is a very good start, judging by 
academic journal standards,” says Kam¬ 
boureli. 

The journal has been picked up by libraries 
from across Canada, the U.S., England, Ger¬ 
many, and Australia. 

Cobley, a specialist in literary theory, and 
Kamboureli and Scobie, specialists in Cana¬ 
dian literature, are assisted by an editorial 
board of 28 prominent Canadians, Ameri¬ 
cans, and Europeans. These include well 
known Canadian writers including George 
Bowering and Frank Davey. 

The 89-page first issue, published in June, 
features an essay by Oxford theorist Terry 
Eagleton entitled “Schopenhauer and the 
Aesthetic.” and essays by Linda Hutcheon, 
Barbara Godard, and Pamela McCallum. 

Yearly subscriptions are $15 for individu¬ 
als and$25 for institutions. Interested readers 
and contributors can reach Signature c/o the 
English Department general office at UVic.

Out to launch 

NASA Link for physics sudent working at CAL

UVic Honors Astronomy student John Pazder 
has a more than usual interest in the Space 
Shuttle these days. When it lifts into orbit 
next year, the shuttle will carry a camera 
Pazder helped design. 

In a co-op work term at Canadian Astro¬ 
nautics Limited (CAL) in Ottawa last spring, 
Pazder worked on procedures for aligning 
the optical elements for the Ultraviolet Auro¬ 
ral Imager—a satellite-borne camera that 
will take photographs of the aurora around 
the earth. 

“It’s a meticulous procedure,” says Peter 
Cross, Physics Co-op Co-ordinator, “You 
have to be certain that the system will work 
perfectly when it’s in orbit.” 

The integrated tasks that make up any one 
project at CAL are so complex that staff work 
on bite-sized chunks of a project, program¬ 
ming aspects of experiments or designing 
portions of satellite systems as part of a team. 
For Pazder, it was an opportunity to work 
with instruments and prototypes in a high- 
technology, high-profile company. 

Since the fall of 1983 Canadian Astronau¬ 


tics Limited has employed nine UVic 
Physics students in co-operative work 
terms. “Employers like CAL are looking 
for good, senior students. It’s very com¬ 
petitive because they draw not only from 
Physics programs, but from Engineering 
and Computer Science as well, and from 
other universities in Canada,” says Cross. 

Pazder is currently on a work term with 
the Herzberg Institute of Astrophysics 
which is part of the National Research 
Council in Ottawa. There, he is involved in 
the data analysis and processing of infor¬ 
mation received from a Japanese satellite 
bearing a spacebome mass spectrometer. 
Pazder’s task is to determine how to dis¬ 
play the information and filter out irrele- 
vancies in the data received. 

“These front line work term positions 
really enhance a student’s career, “ says 
Cross. “And we have room for more Phys¬ 
ics students in the co-op program.”

Reminiscence kits available 

Multi-media package helps seniors recall their pasts 


Groups and communities looking for reward¬ 
ing projects for their senior citizens will 
welcome the availability of a step-by-step 
Reminiscence Kit now being released by the 
School of Social Work at UVic. 

The kit is intended for seniors’ groups, 
cultural organizations and historical societies. 
It consists of a multi-media package de¬ 
signed to teach seniors how to create their 
own reminiscence kits using audio-visual 
materials. The materials help them remem¬ 
ber events, people, and even things from the 
past, and to share these memories with each 
other, their group, or the community. 

The multi-media package consists of an 
instruction manual systematically showing 
how to develop a program, a sample set of 
slides and a sound track cassette which are 


used to stimulate long-term memories. There 
is also a 30-minute videotape that demon¬ 
strates techniques and skills for managing 
group discussions. The price of $50 in¬ 
cludes postage and handling. 

Dr. Andrew Farquharson (Social Work) 
developed the materials using funds pro¬ 
vided by The Seniors Independence Pro¬ 
gram, Health and Welfare Canada. “The 
purpose of reminiscence projects is to fos¬ 
ter social benefits by promoting sociable 
interaction between individuals,” he says. 

At the Canadian Association for Geron¬ 
tology meeting and the International Con¬ 
ference for Group Work in Montreal last 
month, the kits were given a favourable 
review, Farquharson says. To date, 15 have 
been sold in Victoria and Toronto.

Tax-wise giving tips 


There are many ways to give a tax-wise gift 
to UVic. The Development Office encour¬ 
ages everyone considering a gift to UVic to 
consult with a tax adviser or financial plan¬ 
ner for specific information for your own 
personal situation. 

The following example is one way in 
which a donor was able to realize consider¬ 
able tax savings last year: 

Mr. Smith (not his real name) asked about 
giving a gift of $50,000. He knew he was 
limited to claiming no more than 20 per cent 
of his income as charitable donations eligible 
for a tax credit in any one year. With an 
income of about $40,000 this meant that he 
could claim $8,000 per year. 

Our generous philanthropist considered 
his options. He could have given the gift 
directly to UVic and claimed $8,000 of it for 
a tax'credit under the usual 20 per cent 
limitation. He could then have claimed the 
rest of it for tax credits, $8,000 per year, for 
the next five years., This would limit his 


option to claim additional gifts in future 
years for a tax credit 

The other option was to give $50,000 to 
the university through the Foundation for the 
University of Victoria. As an Agent of the 
Crown, the Foundation can issue receipts for 
gifts which may exceed the 20 per cent limi¬ 
tation—in fact, gifts to UVic through this 
Foundation are 100 per cent eligible for a tax 
credit regardless of income in that year. 

Mr. Smith chose the second option. The 
100 per cent eligibility for a tax credit all in 
one year was important to him because he 
was considering a larger than usual gift to 
UVic and wanted to plan future giving with¬ 
out limitation. Thus he made a substantial 
gift to the University that he might not other¬ 
wise have been able to consider.
